A Conservative Victory 


HE DIEFENBAKER GOVERN- 
ment has good cause for satis- 
faction in the results of yesterday's 
byelections. To win three polis out 
of four is a notable victory for a 
government facing grave problems 
and_under strong criticism, a .not- 
able defeat for the Libera! party. 
But the lesson of the byelections 
probably is not-as simple as it looks. 
The government Held King’s, in 
Prince Edward Island, by a hair’s 
breadth against a Liberal candidate 
almost .gaaranteed to ‘lose in ad- 
yance. Its success in Restigouche- 
Madawaska, New Brunswick, was 


narrow and unexpected. In Esqui- “ 


malt-Saanich it would have' been 
surprising indeed -if ‘stich ‘a well-es- 
tablished. Conservative stronghold 


had changed its mind so soon after © 


the departure. of. Mr. Pearkes who 
had held it:so long without serious 
challenge, but here, too the gov- 
ernment's victory -was’ extremely 
narrow. In total vote for the four 
ridings the Liberals led the Conser- 
vatives“by 1,500 and confirmed the 
pollsters’ estimate of 44% of the 
popular vote. =
